Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 

The Applicant argues that Fukaya does not teach or suggest that the speed of the metal casting through the device for plasma descaling 
and/or plasma cleaning is set in the closed-loop control so that the desired quality of descaling and/or cleaning is attained. Applicant also 
argues that Fukaya does not teach using inspection results for specifying the speed of the material in a closed-loop control. However, 
[0020]-[0025] of Fukaya teaches that the surface roughness of the metal strip is inspected after passing throug the device for plasma 
descaling so the process can be adjusted to change the surface roughness of the processed metal strip using the vacuum arc controller 
and computer by closed-loop control. Based on the information obtained the computer alters the preset process values in order to obtain 
the desired quality of descaling which includes adjusting the processing speed of 10-50 mpm disclosed in Fukaya. 
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
